MINUTE ORDER (paperless). The Court has reviewed the parties' 18 Joint Motion 
to Set Briefing Schedule and Extend Time. As set forth therein, Plaintiff advised 
Defendant on July 22 and 29, 2010, that he seeks discovery from Defendant. 
Defendant opposes this request. The parties therefore propose staying completion of 
the pending cross-motions for summary judgment briefing to permit a full round of 
briefing on this discovery dispute. The Court notes that no discovery has been 
requested or ordered in this case nor is discovery generally warranted in FOIA 
actions, except in certain limited, discrete instances. Moreover, Plaintiff's requests 
for discovery were made only after the parties' cross-motions for summary judgment 
had been filed. No formal request for discovery pursuant to Federal Rule of Civil 
Procedure 56(f) has been made, and, at this time, briefing on the cross-motions is 
largely complete, with only Plaintiff's Reply still outstanding. While the parties are 
of course free to engage in voluntary discovery without Court order, this is not the 
case at hand given Defendant's opposition to Plaintiff's requests. With this 
background in mind, the Court finds — upon consideration of the parties' joint motion 
and the record of this case as a whole — that Plaintiff has not provided a threshold 
showing that he is entitled to discovery at this stage, such that more fulsome briefing 
on this issue is necessary. In the absence of such a showing, the Court shall DENY 
without prejudice the parties' 18 Joint Motion to Set Briefing Schedule and Extend 
Time. The briefing schedule previously issued thus remains in place, and Plaintiff's
